The 
business of 
the 
west 
depends 
so 
laigely upon the harvests that it is 
excessively active 
in 
the fall 
aud 
early wuiiter. and dull 
in 
the late 
spring and summer. 
In New York, 
liow*e\^*r, the stock m arket affords a 
continuous field for 
the employment 
money, so it has been the custom 
of western banks for a long time to 
send money that they have no im­ 
mediate use for, 
Imt 
are lialde to 
need in the fall, to the east for tem ­ 
porary employment. When the crops 
are to be moved 
the 
west recalls 
these funds, loans are called, slocks 
are sold in order 
to meet the ealls, 
and there is a declining stock m ar­ 
ket and more or less stringent mon­ 
ey. 
It is not yet shown that this course 
has changed radically. The wrest is 
richer than it was, and 
recalls 
deposits instead of making loans; but 
in one case as w-ell as in the other,

DETERMINED TO ENFORCE THE LAWS 


The Order the Court As k ed for Has 
Not Been Is s ued by the Police 
Board of Kans as City Up to 
the Pres ent Time. 


Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 3.— J udge J . S. 
Morris, of Oldham county, was yes­ 
terday appointed special judge of the 


Scott circuit court to try Caleb Pow­ 


ers, the former secretary of stale, 


who is charged with complicity in 


the murder of Gov ernor William E. 
Goebel. 


J udge Morris was for sev era l years 
state attorney for the Oldham circuit, 


and is considered one of the ablest 


lawyers in Kentucky. 
Dispatches 
from 
Lexington 
say 
that the Gentry woman, who was in- 
dirud in connection with the alleged 
attempt to induce prisoners in the 
penitentiary to testify that Youtsey 
had confessed that he shot Goebel, 
has suddenly disappeared. 
This will be Powers’ fourth trial. 
It is charged that he conspired to 
cause the death of Goebel. 


It looks v ery much as if the lid is 
to Ije put on all of the Sunday the- 
aters in Kansas City, as a result of 
J udge. Wallace’s recent charge to the 
grand jury. 
Here is what J udge Wal­ 
lace, County Marshal A1 Ideslip and 
Prosecuting Attorney Isaac B. Kim- 
brell hav e to say on the subject:

For several years previous to 1901 
the sturgeon fishery in the F'raser riv­ 
er was an importan t in d ustry. On e mil­ 
lion poun d s of fresh sturgeon packed 
in ice was shipped east an n ually. A 
very con sid erable amoun t of sturgeon 
roe was shipped each year to Europe 
to be man ufactured in to caviare. The 
steurgeon then almost en tirely d lsap- 
]>eared from the river, an d on ly a few' 
—barely en ough to supply the local 
d eman d —were taken . The d isappear­ 
an ce of this flsh has been attributed 
to overfishin g. Durin g the last half of 
July the sturgeon have appeared 
in 
large n umbers. Nearly all are small 
an d would easily pass through the 
sturgeon n ets, but a very large n um­ 
ber have become en tan gled in the 
salmon gill n ets. These are supposed 
to be return ed to the water in all 
cases w'here they have n ot 
been 
killed . 
Un d er the law' an d the regulation s 
n o sturgeon un d er four feet in len gth 
may be sold in markets here, n or ship­ 
ped abroad . The
